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REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


1982 was a year of growth and progress for town government. 


Added emphasis was placed on roadside beautification around town, a new 
sidewalk on Snows Brook Road was constructed, Tecumseh Road was re- 
paved, an increase in the amount of maintenance performed at the cemetery 
occured, and the rebuilding of a portion of Greeley Hill Road, placed the 
grounds and roads of the town in good shape. 


Through the cooperation of Paul Robbins at Group Sales, a computerized 
study of water usage in town was done. The results of this study clearly dem- 
onstrated that while we should not lose sight of the eventual domestic water 
needs, the town is not in peril at this time. 


The manner in which the program was written allows us to keep it up to date 
on a quarterly basis — a most useful tool in planning for the future. 


The highlight of 1982 was voter approval of the town office-public safety 
building expansion. This project which was started in September makes pos- 
sible more efficient functioning of the various town operations which were 
crowded into the original fire station. 


Fred Rust was asked to serve as the project director. I would be remiss if I 
didn’t take this opportunity to speak of Fred, who is as civic minded as any 
person that I know of. 


I first met Fred during the world cup ski races in 1969 as he was directing 
traffic (on a volunteer basis) at the corner of Tripoli Road. 


Fred was instrumental in helping generate funds for the Conservation Com- 
mission by organizing the town wide clam bakes during the early 1970’s. 


Moving into other areas of civic interest, he and his wife Mary Jane, have 
been devoted hard workers in acquiring the land adjacent to the town library 
and the creation of a park like setting around the building. 


Much of the credit for the numerous flower beds one sees around town 
should go to Fred who has been quick to roll up his sleeves and help in those 
areas. 


After the big blow of 1980, Fred jumped right in to help and served as liason 
to the property owners during the ensuing cleanup. 
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In 1970 when a fire house for the fledgling fire department was needed, 
Fred organized the project and was its director. Fred, through his efforts, has 
saved this town money, beautified it, and has made it a better place for us to 
live — and now to the present. 


It is a fitting tribute that the Board of Selectmen have named the Town Of- 
fice-Public Safety building the “Rust Municipal Building” because Fred truly 
is a citizen and good neighbor.

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REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


The Wastewater Treatment Plant operated smoothly and efficiently for 
1982. With the plant being 8 years old, we’ve been lucky in regards to any 
major equipment breakdowns. Operations and maintenance was routine for 
the year with the biggest projects being staining and painting of the building 
and making several sewer main repairs. 


Solid waste collection had a busy year. We have 39 rubbish containers 
around Town with scheduled pick-ups 3 times per week. A good 1982 winter 
proved to give us an 8.3% increase in solid waste over 1981. 


In the water department operations ran smoothly except for one minor 
break which occured on the golf course and problems with the Parco Valve, 
which controls the water hammer in the water system when the water pumps 
come on and shut down. Part of the increased water consumption is because of 
these problems. 


Repairs were made to the walls and floors of the small reservoir on Snows 
Mountain. The small building that houses the pumps, and the structure that 
covers the smallest reservoir, were restained and painted. 


In the roads department, Lower Greeley Road was rebuilt in one part, and a 
few large boulders were removed before giving the entire road a seal coat 
treatment. 


The cemetery road and parking lot were given a seal coat treatment where 
they had only received an initial penetrating coat previously. 


West Branch Road was given a seal coat treatment and the bridge over the 
East Branch Brook was resurfaced.

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RECREATION REPORT 


The Municipal Recreation Department is now in its fourth year of opera- 
tion, offering a variety of programs and activities to both residents and guests 
in Waterville Valley. 


This past year the Recreation Department provided over 60 different pro- 
grams and special events in a year-round schedule. During 1982, we had ap- 
proximately 8,518 program participants, with the largest contribution at- 
tributable to summer programs, which increased 35% over 1981.

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OSCEOLA LIBRARY 
SUMMARY OF THE YEAR 1982 


1982 was another encouraging year for the Osceola Library. Circulation 
was up and the number of patrons increases yearly, as well as the number of 
compliments. A library as small as ours is much more personal and we all 
make many friends through our work there. 


One kind friend, at her own expense, made and installed new printed signs 
for all the shelves. The Trustees are very pleased with the uniform effect and 
improved readability. We are also pleased that some summer people and 
newer permanent residents are helping as volunteers in the Library. 


The State Library Bookmobile department is now operating under a differ- 
ent system through which we go to the Twin Mountain headquarters and 
choose the books which we want. These are then delivered to the Valley and 
our previous collection returned. This system involves more time and effort 
by the volunteers but assures us of a new selection of books at least twice a 
year. 


As a gesture of goodwill, the Trustees have, for 1983 only, requested from 
the Town a budget of $250.00 for the purchase of books instead of the usual 
$500.00. The Town has recently had some additional and unexpected mainte- 
nance costs for the Library, namely the winterizing of the water line, the insu- 
lation and enclosing of the north end of the building where there is no founda- 
tion, the replacement of the leaking oil tank which resulted in the loss of 250 
gallons of fuel to mention a few. Though no fault of the Trustees, we are sorry 
and grateful for the repairs. 


Additional funds for the purchase of books will be taken from the savings 
account and the Trustees have authorized the purchase of a new set of Encyc- 
lopedia Americana at a cost of $619.00 to replace the present one which is 
sadly out of date (11 years old). The money for this purchase will also come 
from savings. 


The Library grounds looked truly impressive this summer, very gratifying 
to the many people who have given so much time and money toward this pro- 
ject and to those who enjoy the area. In August a very successful WVAIA 
cookout was held in this newly improved space and we hope this will become 
a yearly event. 
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The Trustees wish to express their thanks to all the volunteers who work so 
faithfully and to all the other people who do odd jobs as well as those who so 
generously donate books.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board of Waterville Valley has once again, in 1982, attemp- 
ted to act and react as the “land use” conscience of the townspeople. Each year 
developers bring unique challenges to the table for our consideration. And, as 
the seasons pass and the private, developable land becomes more scarce, the 
decisions by the Board come under closer scrutiny . . . as they should. 


It’s important to remember, however, that the decisions of the Board are 
governed by the growth tools of the Town, namely, the Zoning Ordinance, 
Subdivision Regulations and Site Plan Review Regulations. These are 
guides that begin at the State Legislative Level, to insure continuity, then de- 
pend exclusively on community input for local application and refinement. 


Once the writing/approval process is complete, the Planning Board (for 
Subdivision and Site Plan Approval), Selectmen (for Zoning Ordinance Com- 
plicance), and Board of Adjustment (for consideration of unique compliance, 
if applicable) make their decisions, in turn, to guarantee that the intent of the 
regulations are enforced for each project, to ensure our growth pattern in 
Waterville Valley is consistent with the objectives of this resort community. 


As a resident of the Town, you may attend each session of any governing 
body during the year to view the system at work and/or gather information. 
Also, as an abutter (whether or not a tax paying resident) specific public hear- 
ings are held for each project where comments are heard. Then, each Fall, any 
recommendations for zoning ordinance change can be submitted to the 
Selectmen or Planning Board for their review and consideration. If it’s deter- 
mined by either the Planning Board or Selectmen that a recommendation is a 
sound suggestion, that remains consistent with the objectives of this resort 
community, and solves a problem or addresses a new issue in the areas of 
“health, safety, general welfare, property values, or natural and scenic beauty 
of the Town’, (1) then it becomes a warrant article to be voted on at the An- 
nual March Town Meeting. Neither a subdivision nor site plan review regula- 
tion change requires a vote at Town Meeting but, each requires public hear- 
ings to receive community input. 
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As Chairman, I encourage you to submit your suggestions in a quantifiable 
manner where possible and to avoid singular value judgements that focus on 
issues Of personal taste. Present them, as mentioned above, in the proper 
forums for timely consideration so that the Planning Board has an opportunity 
to evaluate every aspect and to determine the impact(s). But, above all, for the 
third consecutive year, I encourage you to contribute . . . especially if you feel 
discomfort with current growth trends or decision making processes. In the 
final analysis, the system only functions properly when there are contrib- 
utions by the residents of this beautiful resort community.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Report For Year 1982 


The Commission issued a revised edition of its Walking Guide to the Valley 
in 1982. John March updated and prepared the map for printing, and the Glen 
Press of Lincoln printed 2000 copies of the new edition in the spring. A total 
of 250 were sold during the remainder of the year. Single copies are available 
at Jugtown @ 25¢. 


Working with the Commission, Gifford Nutbrown and Bill Kennedy 
planted six more trees along the west side of the golf course road in Sep- 
tember. A Hawthorne tree was donated by Merrill and Polly Hunt in memory 
of Merrill’s mother, Hope Woods Hunt, and planted beside the Osceola Li- 
brary. A Blue Spruce was donated by David Corcoran and Ralph Bean in 
memory of David’s brother, Thomas G. Corcoran, and planted by the South 
Complex at Mt. Tecumseh. Three junipers were planted as replacements at 
the Cemetery. The Commission is working on a plaque or a sign to acknowl- 
edge the forty families who contributed to the tree-planting program, and it 
expects to complete both the program and the sign in 1983. 


At the Commission’s December meeting it was resolved to ask the 
Selectmen to place an article in the 1983 Town Warrant calling for a vote in 
support of the N.H. Bottle Bill, which will come before the State legislature 
during the coming year. It was further resolved to see whether the Town will 
be willing to enlarge the Commission to five members, in the interest of pro- 
viding a greater variety of ideas. 


Cindy and Grace, who both currently serve on the Board of the N.H. As- 
sociation of Conservation Commissions, attended the Annual Meeting of that 
Association in November.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN REPORT 


Forest fire prevention, our business, your business, good business! This 
slogan has been the motto of the N.H. Division of Forests and Lands, Forest 
Fire Service since 1909 when the first forest fire laws were passed by the Leg- 
islature. 


These laws set in place a cooperative forest fire protection program of State 
and local forest fire personnel that has, in the past 75 years, established New 
Hampshire as a leader in forest fire prevention and control. Our annual ac- 
reage loss to forest fires of one-half acre per fire is the best in the nation. This 
fire record has come about through the cooperative efforts of our state/town 
forest fire protection program. The state provides detection of fires, training 
for local forest fire wardens, low cost forest fire suppression equipment to 
local fire departments, and technical advice at the fire ground. Local govern- 
ments provide the volunteer fire fighters who are appointed as wardens and 
deputy wardens and who respond quickly to suppress reported forest fires. 


This program has resulted in a steady decline in annual acres lost to forest 
fires since 1910 when the average fire burned 33 acres compared to the mod- 
ern day loss of one-half acre per fire. 


Only by the continued cooperation of the State/towns and our entire 
citizenry can this record be maintained.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


In our continued effort to communicate more directly with the taxpaying 
citizens of Grafton County, we take this opportunity to reach you through 
your annual town/city report. 


Budgeting becomes more complex each year due to variables and unfunded 
state mandates. Until authority accompanies funding, our local governments 
will have little control over spiralling taxes. Counties encounter funding prob- 
lems similar to towns/cities. We are continually absorbing more costs of state/ 
federal programs. This year local governments picked up a 25% increase in 
their share of the OAA/APTD/ICF grants. Child placement costs are increas- 
ing dramatically with the private foster homes rapidly being replaced by more 
expensive group homes, some costing $25,000 to $40,000 per year compared 
to private home rates of $2,400 to $3,600 per year. 


Our new sewage system, tied in with Woodsville Precinct’s treatment 
plant, was complete and operational in February 1982. 


Many dollars are being saved in energy accounts through conservation 
measures. Fuel costs were reduced by 20% and electric costs by 8% in fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1982, saving $41,800. 


Finishing the second superior courtroom will cost approximately 
$169,500. Bonding is approved and the project should be completed this 
spring. 


The Jail & House of Correction had another busy year. Average census was 
38. We continue to get inmates with mental or emotional problems requiring 
additional staff and medical treatment and higher medication costs. No 
change is foreseen in the admission pattern due to the continuing discharge 
policy of N.H. State Hospital. Pending legislation requiring more severe sen- 
tencing for some crimes will increase duration of stay and census, proportion- 
ately increasing the burden on correctional staff. 


The County Farm is a productive asset to the County through participation 
in Extension and Conservation Service programs and by creating meaningful 
work for House of Correction inmates. Volume of milk remains constant al- 
though the revenue dropped slightly due to decrease in federal parity. Quality 
of the Holstein herd is excellent. Revenue from livestock sales grossed 
$25,092 last fiscal year, and produce grossed $40,016 for the Farm. 
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The Commissioners meet Mondays at 9:30 AM at the Courthouse, 1:30 PM 
at the Nursing Home. Meetings are open to the public.

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WATERVILLE VALLEY ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
FACULTY REPORT 


Our school enrollment this year consists of 15 students, grades Kindergar- 
ten through 8. Grades 6-8 are being taught by Susan Rubel, who come to us 
with teaching experience in International Schools in Switzerland and Ger- 
many. Mary Seeger teaches Kindergarten and grades 3-5. Our specialists in- 
clude Emily Zabransky, recently moved to Plymouth from Maryland where 
she was involved in the arts program at Georgetown University; Terry Lidral, 
who holds class lessons in music for grades K-8; and Debbie Nechay, who 
teaches physical education classes twice a week. 


We are continuing our involvement with other schools in SAU #48 through 
joint assembly programs with Campton and Thornton, the Young Authors’ 
Conference with Plymouth Elementary School, and a recent visit from the en- 
tire student body of the Wentworth Elementary School. 


The Artists-in-the-Schools program brought to us Dan Hurlin, a play- 
wright-director from Jaffrey, N.H., director of Andy’s Playhouse in Wilton 
and his own acting ensemble in New York City, who staged and directed our 
students in a truly unique version of “Alice in Wonderland’, presented to the 
community as our Christmas program in December. 


Our school goals this year focus on problem solving in math, and the lan- 
guage skills of spelling, mechanics, and composition. 


Each student is scheduled to work at our Apple If computer from 3 to 5 
times weekly, and the upper grade students are further involved in Com- 
puteronics, a system which teaches basic programming. 


All students are participating in the Waterville Company’s weekly ski in- 
struction program during the winter months. 


Our custodian, Mr. Merrill Hunt, keeps our building operating safely and 
smoothly. 


We are grateful to the parents of our students, and the friends and communi- 
ty members whose continued and enthusiastic support of our school make 
teaching and learning here a truly worthwhile experience.

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REPORT FROM THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The 1981-1982 academic year was educationally successful and personally 
rewarding for the schools which comprise School Administrative Unit #48 
(Campton, Holderness, Plymouth, Rumney, Thornton, and Waterville Val- 
ley). Thanks to the effort of several persons and groups—students, teachers, 
support staff, administrators, school boards, school volunteers, and parents— 
many of the established goals and priorities were achieved. 


Goal setting has been an annual activity in School Admninistrative Unit 
#48. Central office administrators, principals, and teachers are some of the 
individuals who participate in the process. Basically, the goals for the 1982- 
1983 academic year include: (1) effectuating the state and local accountability 
program; (2) providing meaningful inservice opportunities for teachers and 
administrators; (3) strengthening curriculum articulation between the seven 
school districts and the Plymouth Area High School; (4) refining and imple- 
menting programs in special education, vocational education, and for the 
gifted; and (5) initiating an “effective schools” plan. 


Each of the aforementioned is predicated on a sincere effort to encourage all 
to raise questions, pose problems, discuss issues, and identify needs. These 
activities are vital tasks in designing an appropriate blueprint for the future. 


Presently, there is much excitement throughout School Administrative 
Unit #48. The Plymouth Area High School completed its accreditation pro- 
cess and a report will be made public in early April. At long last, the Voca- 
tional Skills Center is showing real progress. Construction is underway and 
everyone is eagerly awaiting a fall 1983 opening. Construction has not been 
confined to Plymouth; however, roof or energy modifications have been com- 
pleted in Campton, Holderness, Rumney, Thornton, and Waterville Valley 
elementary schools. 


Our teaching staff has also been very active. Computer training, gifted aware- 
ness, writing skills development, counselor education, middle grade educa- 
tion, and outdoor education are receiving considerable attention. Curriculum 
review has been greatly expanded. Five School Administrative Unit Commit- 
tees are currently meeting: Mathematics (K-XII); School Readiness (Pre K- 
II); Outdoor Education (K-VIII); Gifted Education (K-XII); and Computer 
Education (K-XII). The interest by participants is at a high level. A key factor 
is that the expertise of our own professionals is utilized—a resource often- 
times overlooked. 


Enthusiasm has also been exhibited at many in-school events. Who can 


60 


forget the impact of the chain saw artist in Campton, the community spirit 
demonstrated at the Holderness Birthday Affair, the holiday concert in 
Plymouth, the parent/pupil excitement during the Rumney School’s three day 
grandparents fest, the Artist in the School Program in Thornton, the student 
production of Alice in Wonderland in Waterville Valley, and Wentworth’s 
Thanksgiving dinner. 


In conclusion, I firmly believe that in general terms of quality of staff, 
scope of educational programs and services, student accomplishment in cur- 
ricular and in co-curricular activities, and quality of facilities, School Admin- 
istrative Unit #48 reflects acommitment to high standards. With a few further 
improvements, School Administrative Unit #48 will join an elite group of 
school systems in New Hampshire who are recognized for their highest 
achievements. 


As we organize for the future, decision-makers are acutely aware of the 
need to maintain a balance between needed program improvements and the 
desire to keep tax increases at a reasonable level. We are aware that the aspira- 
tions of special groups must be analyzed against an institutional setting of fi- 
nite resources. 


Your continued support and cooperation is welcomed. It can only enhance 
School Administrative Unit 48’s quest for evolving excellence.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1981-1982 


Chaper 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New 
Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the total 
amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following quotation: 
“Reports. Each Superintendent of a School Administrative Unit shall annu- 
ally prepare a report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, showing in 
detail the amount paid by the state and each local school district and their share 
of same . . . Said report shall be included in the annual report of the respective 
school district as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for 
each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, and business administrator 
if any is in service in the unit.” 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expenses is prorated among the 
several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted valuations. One- 
half is pro-rated on the basis of average daily membership in the school for the 
previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of $30,500 which was re- 
ceived by the Superintendent of Schools of School Administrative Unit #48 
during 1981-1982 was prorated among the school districts comprising the 
School Administrative Unit. Allowance for $2,000 travel within the Unit was 
also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of $25,300 for the Assistant Superintendent during 1981-1982 
and travel allowance within the Unit of $1,500 was prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each 
school district.
